C analla A llow * N ursery Stock to Com o in 
Fro* of Duty. 
W ashington, April IO. — Au order iii 
the council has recently been passed by 
the Canadian 
governm ent nullifying 
the operations of “ the San Jose seal*’ 
act,’’ which heretofore has prohibited 
im portation from the United States of 
all kinds of nursery stock, according to 
a report to the state departm ent from 
Consul Graham at W innipeg. 
The or­ 
der exempts from the San Jose scale 
act any trees, shrubs, plants, vine*, 
grafts, cuttings 
or 
buds 
commonly 
known as nursery stock, from any coun­ 
try to which the act applies, and all im ­ 
portations of such shrubbery aro per­ 
mitted to bo entered at the customs 
ports of W innipeg between March 15 
and May IS and between Oct. 7 aud 
Dec. 7; aud at the customs port of Van­ 
couver, B. (J., from (Jct. 15 to March 
15. 
Entries are not permitted at other 
posts than those mentioned 
The plants must be thoroughly fum i­ 
gated, but tho Canadian governm ent as­ 
sumes no responsibility for any damagt 
resulting 
The general tariff laws im 
pose a duty of 3 cents on each budded 
or improved fruit or shade tree and an 
ad valorem duty of 20 per*-out on shrub­ 
bery imported from the United States, j 
Seeding stock for grafting and florist* 
stock in general are adm itted free ol 
duty. 
Consul Graham says there is a grow [ 
ing demand for nursery stock in Maui- j 
toba and the northw est territories aud i 
that the U nited States should supply it J 
in a large measure notw ithstanding the 
tariff as trees grow in our northwestern 
states are best adapted to the Can adian 
climate.
